EXPANSION WITHOUT 
EXTRAVAGANCE. 

isvidently the country is to 
have a Govorninent of a full five 
yoors’ duration. unices somo- 
thing very untoward occurs. 
The Conservativo party's policy 
is' well known to include ox- 
pansion of naval and military 
dofonsivo measures according to 
royuiromonts from timo to time, 
This mattor might oasily doter- 
iorate into keoping paco with 
other countrics, nnd as no other 
importaot Powor scoms inclined 
to restrict ita armaments to any 
drastic extont, thoro appears to 
bo a poriod of much building’ of; 
warships ahead. Anothor naval 
international conference is in tho 
air, but whethor that could have 
any bottor result than tho last 
Washington Conference is doubt- 
ful. As regards tho. British 
army, there is a dofinite policy 
of economy which is not likoly 
to be dopartod, from, though tha 
Conservatives may. be depended 
upon to sce that the safoty 
margin ie not reducod. In naval 
building, however, we feel sure 
that there ia going to be a moro 
practical programmo than tho 
Labour Cabinot approved.’ Tho 
Singaporo base, which had ac-| 
tually beon ombarked upon whon 
orders woro recoived ‘to coax 
work, is likely to bo proceeded 
with at short notico, and in this 
caso thoro is to be oxpondituro of 
many millions, sproad ovor somo 
ten years or moro, Taking it 
for gronted, that this baso is 
nocossary, what guarantoo is 
thore that it will not bo intorforod 
with «five yoars hence by ‘somo 
difforontly opinionated Govorn- 
mont? And whethor or not tho 
Government puls’ the schome 
through, thoro is tho question of 
oxpondituro, which becomes mora 
and moro urgont as tho necessity 
for coonomy. is driven homo to 
tho minds or. our logislators. 


Thus we como to tho point of 
whothor tho Govornmont is to 
ombark on a programmo of ox- 
pansion with considorable ox- 


travnganco or be content with 


way of boing oxccodod:as tho 
months go by, and ina casxo like 
the naval baso at Singapore, it is 
quite possible that the original 
sum in view will ba almoét 
doubled of novessity. In .auch 
an ovent, thore will ’bo°w vory 
potent woapon in tho hands of 
Labour. in five yeura timo, and 
the fute of the base us a complete 
factor will again ‘bo in‘ the 
balance. ‘This’ quostion of ox- 
pendituro, whothor on defonsivo 
achomes or ov dovelopmont of 
areas like Iraq and other newly- 
acquired territories, is the ono 
calling for tho most caroful 
scrutiny, and wo trust that the 
now administration will not so 
loso its senso of propottion at 
any timo us to onable tho 
critics to suy that the country 
has made o mistake in ite 
choice; for thy reaction would ba 
a day of serious reokoning. 


Open Spuees. 

‘The suggestion made in 
Cathedral) Noles regarding the 
provision of more open spacos 
and playing fields is ono which 
wille wo think, hovo,tho heartiost 
support of all, though wo question 
very much whothor it would ‘be 
possible for the Governmont to 
mako this provision out of any 
of. the military lands to bo 
surrendered, Tho configuration 
of the land in this Colony, more 
ospecially on tho igland near the 
City, makes tho preparation of 
playing fields practically im- 
possiblo and wo shall doubtless 
havo tu go farther aficld in the 
future to find our sporty grounds. 
Tho work of propering King's 
Park [or recroation purposes 
in Kowloon . is , proceeding 
satisfactorily, though it will bo 
somo time yot before tho land is 
roady for uso.’ Thoro is much 
work to be done, even on 
sich nn comparatively level 
strotch of country as this. 
Tho point wo would liko to 
stross hero is that adequate 
provision for  opon spaces 
should ‘be made in the newly- 
developing  districta such as 
Shamshuipo and Kowloon City, 
for timo will inevitably witness 
tho moving out of the present 
rovidential district of Kowloon. 
Nathan Road and its vicinity 
will undoubtodly become com- 
morcialised and it will bo towards 
such districts as Kowloon Tong 
and tho foothills near Kowloon 
City that rosidontial dovolopmont 
will migrate. In providing for 
tho lay-out of such districts it is 
essential that adequate thought 
should ho given to recreational 
facilities and that tracta of land 
should now bo dafinitely reserved 
for thet purposo. Only by somo 
such method will this Colony 
evor got n roasonably sufficient 
supply of opon spaces. [t's a 
case of looking ahead and plan- 
ning accordingly.

H.M.S, Pogasus; which loft 
Singapore soma little while ago 
oftor a atay in Malayan wators 
of ovor five months, arrivod in 
Hongkong this morning, Sho is 
the smallost of tho seaplanc 
carriars attached to the Navy, and 
carries six machines. Ono of tho 
officors—Flight Lt. G. E, Livoolk, 
D.F.0.—is to roprogont tho Straita 
in’ thiy month's —Intorport 
orloket.
